The article Is entitled "High Level Design Automotive Live Exchanges 
System (see the Declaration signed December 7 ,1999, page 2, item 4). The article was 
identified as Exhibit A. The Declaration of December 7, 1999 was considered competent 
evidence to show. for. example, conception, diligence, and reduction to practice (Office 
Action of February 17, 2000. page 2, section 1). 

Accordingly, the totality of the evidence presented in the previous Declarations and 
in thfs Declaration establishes at least conception of the Invention with diligence to the 
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reduction of practice on or before the effective date of the reference "W" which is 
December 14, 1995.
